The Utah Genealogical Association was formally organized Septem- 
ber 25, 1971, and chartered December 1, 1971, by the State of Utah as a non- 
profit organization. Communications concerning the Association and its

Purpose. The Utah Genealogical Association was organized to (1) pro- 
mote and sng ag interest in genealogy, (2) foster education and training 
in genealogy, (3) locate genealogical records and promote their availability 
to the public, (4) operate a genealogical certification program, and (5) 
foster ethical practices among genealogists. 


Membership. Membership in the Association is available upon payment 
of annual dues as follows:

Youth (under 21) membership $ 6.00 
Family membership $ 12.00 
Life membership (individual) $135.00 
Life membership (family) $200.00 


Membership (or subscription) is open to individuals, libraries, societies, or 
other organizations and is on a calendar year basis. Members receive the 
Genealogical Journal and the monthly Newsletter. Members also receive 
reduced rates on special publications, workshops, and seminars. 


Journal. The Genealogical Journal is published « yuarterly in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, by the Utah Genealogical Association in 5 ae h, June, Septem- 
ber, and December. Single copies may be purchased for 33. 00 each ($1.50 
for Assocation members) as long as the supply lasts. Copies of the Profes- 
sional Genealogy Handbook (Vol. 5, Nos. {-2) ecst $38.00 for members of 
UGA and $6.00 for non-members. Members and other interested persons 
are invited to submit articles to be considered for publication in the Journal. 
A detailed “Information for Authors in the Genealogical Journal” is in- 
cluded in March 1977 issue. Articles submitted for publication should be sent

local genealogical sources 


[Issues of the Genealogical Jowr which have been indexed 
are: Volume 1, Number 1 (March 1972) through Volume 5, 
Number 4 (December 1976). Each article and book review has 
been carefully read for entries to included in the Index. 


The scope of this five-year cumulative Index is: 

[. Each index entry shows the volume number and the in- 
clusive page numbers. (The pages in each volume of 

the Genealogical Journal are numbered consecutively 

through all four numbers for each year.) For example, 

for the entry ‘“1:47-48,” the “1” indicates volume 

number one, and “47-48” are the inclusive page num- 


bers in which that entry appears. 


The author and any co-authors of each article are in- 
by surname, followed by given name. The 
author entry also includes the complete title of the

article, volume and inclusive page numbers. 
Each unauthored article is indexed by the first key 
word in the title, but articles with authors’ names are 
not separately indexed by their titles. 
An in-depth subject approach has also been used: 
A. Each article and book review has been indexed 
using at least one subject (topical) heading. 
An attempt has been made to select the most direct 
subject entries making it easy for the user to find 
relevant data for a particular topic. 
C. Some library science subject headings are used.

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Many articles in the Genealogical Journal have 
more than two subject index references. A partic- 
ular article could have as many as ten or more sub- 
ject headings in this Index. 


Information pertaining to localities is indexed 
under the major place names mentioned, being in- 
dexed by the direct locality entry (city, county, 
state, or region). 


If sufficient family data are shown in an article, 

an entry is included for the surname mentioned; 

however, most personal names have not been in- 
cluded in these index entries. 

V. “See” and “see also” headings are used to refer to 
appropriate entries in the index. 

VI. Each book review entry shows volume and page 
numbers and is indexed under— 

A. The name of the author(s) of the work being re- 
viewed (surname followed by given name and title 
of the work). 

The first key word in the title of the work being 
reviewed (titles are italicized). 
At least one subject reference for the work. 
The name of the author of the book review, show- 
ing the volume and page numbers of the Genealog- 
ical Journal in which the review appears. 

VII. The abbreviation “BR” indicates the entry is a book 

review. 


VIII. All index entries are interfiled in one alphabet. 


Excluded from indexing are the inside front and back covers 
of the Genealogical Journal, tables of contents, Utah Genealogical 
Association information pages which show the scope of the organ- 
ization and the amount of dues, advertisements, and ephemeral 
material such as “‘Coming Events.” 
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
